There may be some small Cath- 
blic parishes in the United States 
which counted no converts last 
year, but there was an average of 
at least a couple of converts to 
very parish church.

In 
putting forth its decisions it ac- 
companies them with a commen- 
tary which disclaims all infallibil- 
ity—nay, which denies the exist- 
ence of any infallible teacher in 
the world. It opposes the Holy 
‘Catholic Church for this very rea- 
son, because the Catholic and Ro- 
man Church claims to be infallible.

Teaching Self-Conquest 


AY I ask you to reflect on the 
social and psychological value 
of the ascetic ideal? 


By the ascetic ideal is meant that 
view of life, which does not simply 
regard self-conquest as a stage in 
self-development, but which assigns 
a definite and essential function to 
men and women who shall demon- 
strate, in one sphere or another, 
the possibility of living a life of 
continual and complete abnegation 


ral life appear contemptible, but 
with the express purpose of enrich- 
ing life and preserving it from de- 
generation by means of heroic ex- 
amples of spiritual power. 


Properly to understand the sig- 
nificance of asceticism, it should be 
remembered that natural life does 
not flourish unless the spirit retains 
the upper hand; and since we are 
surrounded for the most part by 
striking examples of lives in which 
the spirit plays anything but a 
leading part, it is in the highest 
degree desirable that living and 
striking examples of men and 
women who have fully freed them- 
selves from the distraction of the 
world and the domination of natu- 
ral desires should be continually 
before our eyes. 


Ignorance of Dangers 


The vast majority of modern men 
will see nothing but matter for 
laughter in such an ideal as this. 
Even earnest and spiritually mind- 
ed people regard it as an obsolete 
and erroneous view, which must 
soon give place to a more harmon- 
ious conception of life. I am, how- 
ever, profoundly convinced that this 
attitude is the product of a shallow 
understanding of actual human 
nature. 

Ignorance of the awful dangers 
latent in our weak nature is very 
commonly to be met with in epochs 
still powerfully influenced by great 
traditions of moral discipline. 


taming.of passion has preceded the 
comparative security they find 
around them. Time will soon give 
us a demonstration on a large scale 
of what men can be like when un- 
disciplined. 

In the sphere of sex a rapid dis- 
integration of character is already 
going on. The effect of the in- 
creasing laxity in this direction 
will make itself felt in other direc-. 
tions. A disrespect for definite 
moral standards in this region will 
tend to initiate a spirit of license 
in every other department of social 
and moral life. It is astounding 
with what rapidity all moral con- 
victions are to-day breaking down 
in the minds of vast masses of the 
people. This would not occur if the 
deepest foundations of these con- 
victions had not been long under- 
mined. 


Spiritual Freedom 


The suggestive force of tradition 
continues to be operative in an age 
which has largely abandoned the 
positive belief lying behind the 
tradition, and this deceives us as to 
the real extent of the disintegra- 
tion. The first vigorous push shows 
us how far the process of under- 
mining has gone. 

Without most people being con- 
scious of the fact, one of the main 
foundation-stones of our traditional 
moral culture has been the constant 
presence in our midst of great per- 
sonalities, illustrating in their own 
lives the highest possible degree of 
spiritual freedom, the complete 
conquest of the spirit over the 
world and the senses. The presence 
in society of such spiritually dedi- 
cated characters is a source of 
psychic inspiration for the whole 
community, and a constant and 
courageous protest against the 
smug Philistinism of the men of 
the world. The true building up of 
moral ideals, and the chief stimulus 
towards their fulfilment, come from 
the embodiment of the spiritual life 
in its most perfect form in heroic 
human life and not from any kind

childhood, and could and should 
have been overcome by parental 
correction; fixed oddities arising 
from a_ pathological source or 
growing out of character defects 
are not so easily surmounted. A 
sane society has established cer- 
tain protective customs, definite 
social amenities, and a conven- 
tional code regulating the ways of 
a people that tend to create a gen- 
eral harmony. This sort of stand- 
ardization is to be encouraged 
when the basis is right morals, and 
the object promotion of peace and 
good-will between men and women 
of diversified inclinations, varied 
modes of living, and uneven oppor- 
tunities. But in the past twenty- 
five years there has been a steadily 
increasing trend towards mechani- 
zation, even to the violating at- 
tempt to mould humanity in a 
stereotyped fashion. é 

We have two extremes facing us 
with respect to character formation 
in our children: the standardization 
idea, as embraced’in the public 
school systems of America, or the 
extreme individualistic notion, 
which is exploited by the neo- 
psychologists, with their heavy 
drum corps’ advance noise and 
trumpet-like publicity measures. 


Child Neglect Alarming 


These dabblers in psychology, 
who so disastrously delve in child- 
training, strongly urge that the 
dear young things be permitted 
character development without in- 
terference. Their tenets: Do not 
inhibit, remove all sense of fear, 
do not direct the child’s will but let 
the child choose, and the like, are 
as much to be deplored as the 
standardized automatons produced 
by a purely secular and material- 
istic education, Neither method 
teaches the growing mind to think 
clearly, nor directs the tender will 
to strong rightful purpose, nor 
builds good character at the flexible 
period in child-life. Thus each year 
thousands of our children are sadly 
untaught as to what constitutes 
right and wrong, and undisciplined 
in self-control. It is this criminal 
child neglect that alarms 
thoughtful who recognize that the 
habits and ideals of the children of 
today will become the norms of 
our country in another twenty to 
fifty years. 

False standardization, silly rea- 
soning, styled psychology: these 
are the things that are offered as 
the human matrices of today. 
Neither is grounded in a certain 
Christian philosophy nor the good 
remnants that Protestantism held 
sacred for long years after dis- 
loyally protesting, much less does 
either system embrace the living, 
vibrant Catholic philosophy that 
holds humanity intact and guards 
against the acids of indifferentism, 
materialism, sensualism, and an 
ultimate hopeless pessimism. Far 
reaching pessimism is the signal 
for the dissolution of a nation.

Washington—The President of 
the United States paid high tribute 
fast Sunday afternoon to James 
Cardinal Gibbons, great American 
prince of the Catholic Church.

Hoover declared: 
“Cardinal Gibbons carried his re- 
ligion into the daily toil and com- 
plexities of life. He bore an active 
part in all the public concerns of 
his place and time. Movements for 
social betterment found in him an 
unfailing friend and practical coun- 
Sellor. He championed the cause of 
Labor in moments of erisis. His 
Interest in the welfare of the Negro 
face found practical expression in 
the institute erected by him at 
Ridge, Maryland, for their instruc- 
tion in the practical arts,

A distinguished and youthful 
member of the American Hilier- 
archy, as also of the Congregation 
of Holy Cross, of which he was a 
beloved and noble son, the Most 
Rev. George Joseph Finnegan, D. 
D., C. S. C., aged forty-seven, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Helena, 
Mont., succumbed on Sunday to a 
heart attack. Announcement of his 
death came as a profound shock to 
innumerable friends at home and 
abroad. August 1 marked the fifth 
anniversary of his elevation to the 
episcopate, his consecration having 
heen the occasion ‘of a most notable 
ceremony attended by eminent pre- 
lates, priests and laymen at the 
University of Notre Dame in 1927. 

Following funeral services held 
Friday morning at Helena, the re- 
mains will be brought to Notre 
Dame for burial. A second service 
will be conducted at Sacred Heart 
church, Notre Dame, Monday, Aug. 
22, a Solemn Pontifical Requiem 
will be sung by the Most Rev. John 
F. Noll, Bishop of Fort Wayne. 

Bishop Finnegan was a native of 
Potsdam, N. Y., later residing in 
Malone. He was the son of John 
Henry and Louise Frances Finne- 
gan and was born February 22, 
1885. After his early education he 
entered the University of Notre 
Dame where he received the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Letters in 1910. 
He then went to Rome to study at 
the Gregorian University, receiv- 
ing in 1912 the degree of Lector of 
Sacred Theology. He was ordained 
to the priesthood in the Congrega- 
tion of Holy Cross in 1915 and the 
following year after his studies at 
Lavalle University, Quebec, he re- 
ceived a doctorate in Sacred Theo-

Chosen by His Holiness Pope 
Pius XI as successor to the be- 
loved Bishop, John Patrick Carroll, 
of Helena, Mont., he received his 
appointment May 20, 1927, and on 
August 1, of the same year, was 
elevated to the episcopate. He was 
the embodiment of apostolic zeal, 
charity, loyalty and devotion. His 
beneficent labors as priest and pre- 
late were an inspiration to all who 
knew him. In his short span of 
life his accomplishments were 
manifold.

Hoover Notification 


Washington..-The Very Rev. W. 
Coleman Nevile, S. J., President of 
Georgetown University, delivered 
the closing prayer at the exercises 
held in Constitution Hall here, re- 
cently, to mark the official notifica- 
tion of President Herbert Hoover 
that he had been selected as the 
Republican Party’s nominee for 
President in the coming election. 

The prayer, an extract from a 
prayer delivered by Archbishop 
John Carroll, first Archbishop of 
Baltimore and founder of George- 
town University, at the First Sy- 
nod of Baltimore, in November, 
1791, is as follows:

Catholies, having the true religion, having definite 
religious convictions, definite moral principles, are the 
hundred times more guilty than other people when they 
imitate the loose moral standards of those, who never 
had any definite religious instructions and, therefore, no 
foundation upon which to build a consistent moral life. 
Catholics are expected to be the “light of the world’;

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ROME—The sudden and belated 
arrival of intense Summer heat 
again has given rise to rumors that 
the Pope is about to leave the Vati- 
can to spend the vacation he usual- 
ly takes from the middle of Au- 
gust to the middle of September in 
the papal villa, Castel Gandolfo. 
Vatican circles, however, deny the 
report, saying the Pontiff almost 
certainly will go to Castel Gan- 
dolfo only to see how work is pro- 
gressing, which is now in full 
swing, to enable the papal Summer 
residence to house the Pontifical 
court, but that he will not spend 
his entire vacation there. 


At most he will stay two or three 
nights, afterward returning to the 
Vatican, because the work of reno- 
vation of the papal apartment is 
hardly sufficiently advanced to offer 
the Pope hospitality for a longer 
period. 

Castel Gandolfo is perched atop 
the Alban hills some fifteen miles 
south of Rome, overlooking Lake 
Albano. In recent centuries it has 
become the traditional home of the 
Popes during the Summer period. 
It has included not only the papal 
villa, but the Villa Cybo, which ‘is 
adjacent. Now the estate is in- 
creased by the addition of the Villa 
Barberini, which was purchased by 
the Italian Government and pre- 
sented to the Pope, under the pro- 
visions of the Lateran treaty. The 
three villas are being transformed 
into a single Summer residence for 
the Pontiff and his court. 
Corresponds to Villa of the Caesars 

The Villa Barberini, situated on 
one of the finest spots in the Alban 
hills, corresponds to the most beau- 
tiful part of the ancient Alban 
villa of the Caesars. It is an im- 
mense estate, in which the Roman 
Emperors, especially Domitian, 
gathered all that can be imagined 
of the most sumptuous and impos- 
ing articles for their summer resi- 
dence. Vestiges of the enormous 
imperial villa can still be seen in 
all the fields surrounding the Villa 
Barberini, which itself contains 
most important relics, including 
the famous Cripto portico of im- 
posing size, the picturesqueness of 
which has been much admired by 
artists. 

The Villa Barberini is being re- 
stored in a manner worthy 
best traditions of the magnificence 
of the Holy See. The wooded part 
of the estate is preserved, but 
transformed from an almost virgin 
forest into a park, open in part 
and cut into small plots by wide 
walks, pergolas and hedges, by 
myrtle and cypress flowers. A 


orange grove have been planted 
atop the highest portion of the 
grounds, whence a remarkable view 
is obtainable of the Roman Cam- 
pagna stretching to the sea in the 
distance. A belvedere is being con- 
structed on the very top of the 
hill, Saenatin’ all the surround- 
ing countryside. 

Dare anti given to the restora- 
tion of the principal building, Villa 
Barberini, which has 
pletely transformed to render it 
suitable for the Pope’s residence 
whenever he may wish to seek a 
refuge in the Alban hills from the 
heat of the Roman summer. 

The entire work is extremely 
magnificent, but it is unlikely that 
the Pope ever will spend much time 


so absorbed in his work that in- 
variably he manifests a disinclina- 
tion to leave Rome. even for a short 
period. He always says, In fact, 
that he restored the papal resi- 
dence more for his successors than 
for himself.

Rey. Graham Denounces 
Scandal Mongers 


NEW YORK CITY—Assailing 
sensational newspapers which con- 
vert “bad news into good news for 
profit,” the Rev. Thomas L. Gra- 
ham, of the staff of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, said that such “dailies 
and weeklies, together with scandal 
mongers in politics, society and 
business, kill the body and soul of 
our people.” 


Father Graham termed such 
newspapers “the greatest offenders 
of our time.” This newspaper field 
is not concerned with dispensing 
charity but with besmirching the 
good names of people who have 
taken years to build up their repu- 
tations, he pointed out. 


“We have an obligation to pro- 
tect the good name of our neigh- 
bors,” Father Graham declared, as 
he gave three essential tests to 
meet in the newspaper field and in 
private life: 

“Is it true, is it kind, is it neces- 
sary to spread such news?” should 
be the test, he continued, adding: 
“The spreading of false news is 
based entirely on selfishness” and 
that in the event of realizing that 
such news was false, then “there 
should be an immediate and full 
retraction.” 

Including in his censure also in- 
dividuals who spread false news 
about their neighbors and others, 
Father Graham said: 

“Tf you can’t say anything good, 
then, please, in the name of God, 
refrain from saying anything 
harmful. When we say charitable 
things about others we are radiat- 
ing kindness and charity.”

_ The greatest increase recorded 
in any single denomination is 
found in the Catholic Church, 
whose communicants have increas- 
ed from 3,389,636 in 1921 to 4,098,- 
546 this year, or 708,910. The 
Church of England has added 225.,- 
914 to her numbers during the 
decade, and the number of Presby- 
terians is shown as 870,482 as com- 
pared to 1,409,407, this figure dat- 
ing to the time before church 
union. Baptists have increased by 
22,000. 

The number of Jews in the Do- 
minion has increased by 20,000 
since the last census, and now 
stands at 155,606. 

More than half of the Catholics, 
2,458,283, are in Quebec, and 715,- 
848 in Ontario. : 

There are 186,587 Greek Catho- 
lics in Canada, and 102,115 belong- 
ing to the Greek Orthodox Church. 
The Greek Catholics are mainly in 
the Prairie Provinces, 66,671 in 
Manitoba, 44,265 in Saskatchewan 
and 37,500 in Alberta.

At the present time there 
are monasteries of the Order 
in France, Belgium, Ireland, 
England, Italy, Germany, Ju- 
goslavia, Holland, Canada, 
Spain, China, Palestine, Con- 
go, Japan, Brazil and the 
United States. The total 
number of monks and lay- 
brothers is about 3,500, and 
the Trappistines, the feminine 
branch of the Order, number 
about 1,000 more. 

The most widely known 
monastery of the Order in the 
United States is the Abbey of 
Our Lady of Gethsemani, 
Trappist, Kentucky. 

Will you please give a brief 
account of the life of St. Dor- 
othy ? 

St. Dorothy is said to have 
been martyred at Caesarea in

Only the facts of her name 
and martyrdom are historical- 
ly certain.

Spain Rebellion 
Seen As Lacking 
Religious Aspect 


(By N. C. W. C. News Service) 

Washington. —- Commentators 
here, noting the refusal of Catho- 
lies in public: life in Republican 
Spain to lend support to the Mon- 
archist rebellion, see the rising as 
having no connection with differ- 
ences between Church and State 
which grew out of the establish- 
ment of the Republic. 


The fact that the members of the 
Agrarian Party in the Cortes, all of 
them Catholics, not only refused 
support of the Monarchists but re- 
affirmed their support of the Re- 
public, it was agreed, sweeps aside 
any suggestion that the rebellion 
might be connected with the relig- 
ious dispute. 


Had No Catholic Support 


Commenting on the situation in 
Spain, William F. Montavon, Direc- 
tor of the Legal Department, Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
who, soon after the establishment 
of the Republic, made a lengthy 
tour of Spain as the representative 
of the N. C. W. C. News Service, 
said: _ 

“That a Monarchist rebellion in 
Spain would have no Catholic sup- 
port. became evident when, in the 
Constituent Cortes, the members 
of the Agrarian Party—all of 
whom are Catholics—announced 
after a caucus that while they 
would not swerve from their op- 
position to the anti-religious 
clauses of the Constitution and to 
the law granting autonomy to 
Catalonia, they would uncondition- 
ally support the Republic and the 
present government in the crisis 
precipitated by the Monarchist re- 
bellion under General Sanjurgo. 


“As early as two weeks ago, F! 
Debate, well-known Catholic daily 
of Madrid, editorially criticized ob- 
structionist policies that were be- 
ing adopted by opponents of the 
present government, and especially 
pointed out the unjustness and 
danger of the economic boycott 

firms known to be favor- 
able to the Republic.

Holy Father Increases 
Indulgences For Visits 
To Blessed Sacrament

Vatican City.—-The indulgences 
granted by Pope Pius [X for visit- 
ing the Blessed Sacrament have 
been increased by Pope Pius XI. 

The decree is, in part, as follows: 

“All the faithful, who are at 
least contrite of heart, may gain 
an indulgence of ten years every 
time they pay a visit to the Blessed 
Sacrament and recite the Our 
Father, Hail Mary and Glory be to 
the Father five times and add one 
Our Father, Hail Mary and Glory 
be to the Father for the mtention 
of the Holy Father. Furthermore, 
a plenary indulgence can be gained 
once a week by those who are truly 
penitent and have received the 
Sacraments of Confession and 
Communion and have visited the 
Blessed Sacrament daily through- 
out the week and said the prayers 
mentioned above.” 


Reform School Head 
Sees Divorce Leading 
Cause Of Delinquency 


(By N.C.W.C. News Service) 


Sacramento, Calif.—-Divorce was 
given as one of the chief causes of 
juvenile delinquency in a report by 
Dr. George C. Sabichi, superinten- 
dent of the Whittier State School 
at Los Angeles, California’s larg- 
est institution for juvenile delin- 
quents. 

“More than 85 per cent of the 
boys at Whittier are returned to 
society fully rehabilitated,” Dr. 
Sabichi advised Dr, J. M. Toner, 
Director of State Institutions. 

“Most of them,” he said, “are 
the victims of broken homes, caus- 
ed by divorce, domestic strife, and 
the like. An unpleasant environ- 
ment is largely to blame.” 

Dr. Toner, basing his statement 
on Dr. Sabichi’s report, declared 
that the average real bad boy— 
the kind who begins by playing 
truant from seheol and ends in a 
reformatory or prison—is not 
“horn bad,”

This year marks the centenary of 
the founding at Notre Dame of a 


jcenter of Catholic action in the up- 


per middle west. It was just a 


jtury ago that the Rev. Stephen 


Theodore Badin, C. S. C., purchased | 
land here on which to begin his 
mission work. 

In 1832 Father Badin, a priest 
of French origin, who was, inci- 
dentally the first priest ordained 
in the United States, returned to 
America after a sojourn in France. 
After spending some time at Cin- 
cinnati, O., the episcopal see for 
the northwest, he went on to De- 
troit, Mich., to visit with his broth- 
er the Rev. Francis Vincent Badin, 
C.S.C., at that time vicar with the 
venerable Father Gabriel Richard 
for the territory of Michigan. 

At this time the Indians of the 
vicinity of Niles and Pokagon were 
begging Father Badin and Father 
Richard for a resident missionary. 
So Father Stephen Badin, at the 
suggestion of his brother, came to 
the St. Joseph mission near Niles 
in 1830 and in 1831 set up his first 
chapel on a plot of land on the St. 
Joseph river near the Indiana- 
Michigan state line. In 1832 he 
purchased the land now occupied 
by the University of Notre Dame 
to be a center of his missionary 
activities, 


Site of Chapel. 


It was in this land that Father 
Badin built the first log chapel near 
the site now occupied by the pre- 
sent log chapel located just back of 
the library near St. Mary’s lake. 

Nearly 520 acres of land were 
purchased costing approximately 
$1.25 an acre. Father Badin bought 
50 aeres from the federal govern- 
ment, 60 from a man named Austin 
Morris, 160 acres from a Samuel 
Merrill and about 250 acres from 
Commissioner Roadland of Mich- 
igan. 

In the year of the founding of 
the mission center two other 
priests, the Rev. Louis De Seille, 
C.S8.C., and the Rev. Ghisloin Bo- 
heme, ©.5.C., came to work with 
Father Badin. And about 1834 
Father Badin left St. Mary’s-of- 
the-Lake, as it was then called, to 
do work in the mission fields in 
Indiana and Ohio, leaving Father 
De Seille in charge. 

In 1836 Father Badin deeded the 
land to Bishop Simon Brute, the 
newly appointed Bishop of Vin- 
cennes, on condition that an orphan 
asylum or some other charitable 
institution be established at the 
mission center. The land remained 
in the possession of the bishop and 
his successor, Bishop Cellistine De 
La Hailandier until Father Edward 
Sorin came here to take charge. 


Influence Widens. 


The extent of the influence of 
the mission center widened and 
grew as time went on. Under 
Father Badin it reached as far west 
as Chicago and included all south- 
western Michigan and northern 
Indiana and under the regime of 
Father Sorin it had extended its 
influence north as far as Dowagiac 
and Kalamazoo, Mich., west to 
Michigan City, Ind., and Chicago, 
and as far south as Logansport to 
become at that time the most im- 
portant Catholic center of this re- 
gion. 

Father De Seille continued his 
labors among the Indians and 
Catholics of this region until his 
death in 1837. His pious death is 
depicted on a painting hanging in 
the present log chapel on the cam- 
pus. He was succeeded by Father 
Benjamin Petit, who died in 1839, 
after accompanying the Potawat- 
omi Indians to their new home in 
Kansas the year before. 

The bodies of Father De Seille 
and Father Petit are buried under 
the university church at Notre 
Dame. A Father Alwell attended 
the local mission from 1840 to 1841 
and in 1842 the Holy Cross fathers 
established their permanent head- 
quarters at Notre Dame under

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° IN BUSY PLACES

Shrines which cause each hustl- 
ing passerby to pause and serve as 
a silent reminder that God stands 
by the busy lanes of traffic are 
found in proximity of a few 
churches in the city. To many they 
are sources of holy inspiration and 
sublime thoughts. 

The most beautiful setting is 
provided for a large bronze statue 
of Christ extending His arms to 
mankind which was erected on the 
St. Hedwige’s Roman Catholic par- 
ish quadrangle, near Western ave- 
nue and Scott street.- Where a gar- 
den now invites the gaze junk yards 
and dilapidated shacks once stood. 
The Rev. Stanislaus A. Gruza, C.S. 
C., pastor, floated a bond issue and 
bought the property for future ex- 
pansion of the church property im- 
mediately north of the site. The 
statue in the garden was dedicated 
with ceremonies May 27, 1928. 


Statue Built in 1919. 


“Venite Ad Me Omnes,” is the 
Latin inscription upon the shaft of 
the bronze image. “Come to a 
All”—says the Christ, calling al 
into His arms regardless of race, 
nationality, bejef or age. 

The largest and the most impos- 
ing of the street shrines is Christ 
the Arbiter statue erected at Olive 
and Huron streets which nestles 
under the huge St. Adalbert’s 
church. The Rev. John Kubacki, 
former pastor, celebrating his silver 
jubilee, was responsible for beautl- 
fying the church property with this 
monument June 22, 1919. The sta- 
tue was copied after the famous 
Christ in the Andes on the border 
of Argentina and Chile to mark 
eternal peace between the two 
South American nations. 

A large cross with the insecrip- 
tion, “Jesus Christ, the Arbiter of 
Civilization” forms the background 
for the life-size figure of the Lord 
standing meekly in His crucifixion 
attire with hands extended to those 
who pass by or stop to quench their 
thirst at the shrine fountain. “Come 
to Me all ye that labor and are 
heavily burdened and I will refresh 
you” and “I am the way, the truth 
and the life,” are other inspiring in- 
scriptions seen at this corner spot 
of devotion. 


Donors’ Names Given. 


The names of the following do- 
nors appear engraved: Klosowski, 
Trojanowski, Kielton, Burzynski, 
Valentine Strozewski, Grzeskie- 
wick and Holy Name Society. 

As a tribute to St. Casimir, the 
patron saint of the parish bearing 
his name, a white stone statue of 
the Polish prince who became a 
saint stands near the front of the 
church at Dunham and Webster 
streets. The statue was dedicated 
in 1919 in the regime of the Rev. 
Stanislaus J. Gorka, C.S.C., who 
was pastor of the church from 1915 
to 1931, 


The prince was the third son of 
King Casimir the Third, of Poland, 
who from his earliest years gave 
himself up to a life of recollected- 
ness, self-denial and prayer, and re- 
nounced ais rights to the Polish 
throne to follow this religious prac- 
tice. He died in 1482, when in his 
25th year, and was soon afterward 
canonized by Pope Leo X.

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Two Bogus Nuns Beg 
Alms In New Racket; 
Anthorities On Trail 


(By N.C.W.C. News Service) 

Chicago.—Archdiocesan authori- 
ties have been notified by the 
State’s Attorney’s office that the 
wife of a Polish blacksmith and 
another Polish laywoman have 
been preying on Polish Catholics in 
some sections of the city by assum- 
ing the disguise of nuns and seek- 
ing alms. 


The person asking the arrest of 
these impostors, according to the 
State’s Attorney’s office, says that 
he knows for a fact that both 
“nuns” are religious racketeers and 
that they have never been in a con- 
vent. 

The State’s Attorney’s office has 
promised every co-operation in the 
detection and arrest of the impos- 
tors and promises vigorous prose- 
eution upon their apprehension. 

Another form of religious rack- 
eteering has also come to light 
here—the sale of “Jesuit Mission 
Seals.” Several people who were 
importuned to buy the “seals” and 
thus aid Jesuit missionary activi- 
ties, notified The New World, arch- 
diocesan organ, of the matter. The 
paper communicated with local 
Jesuit authorities and was told 
that the seals were fraudulent.

Atheistic State 


Unnatural, Says 
Polish Primate 


Gniezno, Poland. — “The State 


may not be atheistic,” because it 


“oan not but acknowledge in its life 
the Creator, to Whose will and 
power it owes its origin and Who 1s 
the Master of individuals as well as 
communities,” declares His Emin- 
ence Augustus Cardinal Hlond, 
Archbishop of Gniezno and Primate 
of Poland, in an important pastoral 
on “Christian Principles of State.” 

The Cardinal, in treating of the 


conditions that have been subvert- 


ing “the State in different coun- 
tries,” suggests that “the compli- 
ance with theories which, since the 
French Revolution, propagated 
their heresies in Europe, excluding 


moral law from public life,” is hav- 


ing the effect of “spreading an- 


archy and undermining the State.” | 


Does Not Fix Organization 

Stressing that the State is ulti- 
mately derived from God, since it 
flows from the law of nature, His 
Eminence writes that “this law 
fixes neither the organization of 
the State nor the way of conveying 
its rulership, still less the personal- 
ity to hold it, but installing author- 
ity over the state community as a 
necessity of nature, it enhances it 
with the majesty of the Creator as 
the giver of the natural law.” “In 
this sense,” he adds, “the Church 
teaches that the State and its av- 
thorities are derived from God... . 


‘It is not in contradiction to Catho- 


lice doctrine that im certain cases 
the people elect those who are to 
stand at the head of the State. 
For God directly appoints neither 
the kind of government nor those 


who are to perform its duties, as. 


He did with Moses and David, but 
does so by the intermediary of the 
people. And this election does not 
bestow power, only points out those 
who are to execute it.” 

After this premise Cardinal 
Hlond sets forth the following con- 
clusions which, he says, are essen- 
tial parts of the Church’s doctrme 
coneerning the origin of the State 
and its authority: 

“A. The Church absolutely ac- 
knowledges the State to be a natu- 
ral necessity, being the consequence 
of the fact that man, created by 
God, has such and no other inher- 
ent qualities. The State, therefore, 
is not a spontaneous structure but 
the condition of the natural de- 
velopment of mankind, which, with- 
out the institution of the State, 
would not be able to reach its tem- 
poral destimation. 

“B. The State is a real and or- 
ganized community, governed by a 
visible holder of authority. The or- 
ganization of this community is 
subject to development and is the 
result of historical facts... . 


ing to the doctrine of the Church, 
1s a compulsory ethical command, 
the relation of man to the State 
and its authorities is included in 
Catholie morality.”

The souls of Adam and Eve were 
iso free from sin in the “first” 
art of their existence. They re-| 
tived natural and _ Supernatural 


gifts from God. Had we been born 
before their fall, they would have 
given us that same happy state. 
We inherit from them a ‘sin-stained 
nature: this we call Original Sin. 

We call this privilege to Mary 
her “Immaculate Conception.” You 
may not quite understand what is 
meant by “conception.” We might 
explain this to you, children, by say- 
ing there are three places in which 
we live. The first is the little world 
where God first begins to form our 
little bodies. That is really the 
first moment of existence for each 
one of us. Then the second place 
is In this world, or upon this earth. 
The third place is in Heaven. Now, 
you can understand what is meant 
by Mary being started out in that 
first little world pure and Immacu- 
late, for she was to be the Mother 
of Jesus, our Redeemer. He being 
God could not be born of any per- 
son who might have been stained 
by sin at any moment. It is Mary’s 
special favor from Heaven, through 
the merits of her Divine Son, Jesus 
Christ. - 

Do you recall those words found 
in St. Luke’s Gospel where the 
Angel from Heaven appeared -to 
Mary and addressed her in these 
words: “Hail, FULL OF GRACE; 
BLESSED art THOU among wo- 
men. Thou hast found grace with 
God”? (Luke 1-28). Of course you 
recall them because they are part 
of the Hail Mary you say so often 
each day. 

St. Augustine says: “When sin 
is IN question, Mary is OUT of 
question.” 

In the year 1849 Pope Pius IX 


asked all the Catholic Bishops in 
the world to let him know what 
iwas the Faith of their people re- 
garding the Immaculate Concep- 
tion. The replies were favorable 
and unanimous, so m 1854 he drew 
up in proper form what had al- 
ways been and still is the belief 
and doctrine of the Catholic 
Church. 

There is a very lengthy but ex- 
pressive quotation in the 1lith 
chapter of St. Luke. Why not 
spend a moment looking it up, and 
reading it carefully? It tells about 
the decree of Caesar Augustus, 
and about the trip of Mary and 
Joseph from Nazareth into Judea, 
and to the town of Bethlehem, 
where Christ was born. You hear 
this read at Mass during the time 
of Christmas, but might profit 
more if: you read the words and 
pondered over them yourself. 

Our Immaculate Mother Mary, 
the Mother of Jesus, has been 
described as “Nature’s_ solitary 
boast.” She alone (Jesus of course 
excepted) of all the children of 
men from the time of Adam and 
Eve was preserved from every 
stain of sin. No wonder Catholic 
children have confidence in the 
powerful intercession of Mary be- 
fore the throne of God! God so 
loved her that He selected her to 
be the Mother of His Divine and 
Beloved Son. Mary’s reward must 
be equally great in Heaven, and 
what she asks her Divine Son will 
be granted, if it is best for our 
souls.

The Sign of the Cross is a Sac- 
ramental and the principal one in 
use amongst Catholics. In the 
early Church it was made with the 
thumb on the forehead, or on the 
breast, sometimes on the lips. This 
form is still used in the Holy Mass 
at the beginning of the Gospels. 
The meaning is that we wish to 
keep in our minds, our hearts and 
on our lips the truths of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. The manner 
of making the sign of the cross 
most commoniy used is that in 
which we place the fingers of the 
right hand first to the forehead, 
then below the breast, then to the 
left and finally to the right should- 
er. This is a very open and public 
demonstration of our Christian be- 
lief in the Trinity and death of 
Christ on the cross. 

St. Cyprian, Bishop of Carthage, 
thus prayed: “O Lord, Thou hast 
left us three imperishable things: 
the Chalice of Thy Blood, the Sign 
of the Cross, and the example of 
Thy suffering.” Tertullian, a very 
early writer tells us how the early 
Christians constantly reminded 
themselves of Christ: “At every 
motion, and every. step, entering in 
or going out, going to meals, 
lighting the lamps, sleeping, or sit- 
ting, or whatever we do, or wher- 
ever we go, we mark our foreheads 
with the sign of the cross.” St. 
John Chrysostom says: “Make it 
not only with your fingers, but 
with your faith.” 

The Fathers and early writers 
give us hundreds of passages in 
which are expressed the faith and 
confidénce of the Christians in the 
“Sign in which we are to conquer.” 
It is an outward expression of 
faith, It marks the highest peak 
on every humble chapel and every 
towering cathedral. It gleams 
from the topmost point on every 
altar. It marks the last resting 
place of those who died in peace 
with God. 

Never let shame cause you to 
omit making the Sign of the Cross. 
The world might laugh at you, but 
they are trying so hard, even m 
our day, to pull down the Cross of 
Salvation from every church and 
out of every heart. What person 
is ashamed of the flag of his coun- 
try? Why should a Catholic feel 
the slightest hesitation in profes- 
sing his faith by making the Sign 
of the Cross?
